ORDER

On July 20, 2017, William C. Hill ("Mr. Hill"), filed a formal complaint naming 

Muhlenberg County Water District ("Muhlenberg District") as defendant alleging 

Muhlenberg District's failure to comply with terms of their tariff and unfairly charging Mr. 

Hill a higher monthly rate; charging him upfront to purchase 47 meters; and charging him 

upfront to construct a water line at his property at Forest Hill Road, Lewisburg, Kentucky. 

On January 17, 2018, Mr. Hill filed a request for a procedural schedule and to set a 

hearing in this matter. Muhlenberg District filed a response requesting an informal 

conference on January 24, 2018. An informal conference was held on February 7, 2018 

and a memorandum was filed in the record on March 2, 2018. A letter from Todd County 

Water District (''Todd District") was filed in the record on April 2, 2018, expressing that 

Todd County proposed a metering station be installed near the Todd County and 

Muhlenberg County line from which Muhlenberg District could purchase water to sell to 

Mr. Hill. The Commission issued requests for information to Muhlenberg District on April 

27, 2018 and responses were filed by Muhlenberg District on May 7, 2018. 



Based upon a review of the record , the Commission finds that a formal prehearing 

conference before the Commission should be held to define the scope of the present 

dispute between the parties and to limit the issues to be tried at a final hearing on the 

merits. 

Accordingly, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED as follows: 

1. A formal prehearing conference will be held in Hearing Room 1 of the 

Commission's offices at 211 Sower Boulevard in Frankfort, Kentucky on July 5, 2018, at 

1 :00 o'clock p.m. 

2. Muhlenberg Water District shall have present at the conference its senior 

management employee and its engineer, Robert Pickerill of Bell Engineering. 

3. Counsel shall be prepared to discuss all known and anticipated issues of 

fact and law relevant to the dispute between the parties as well as proposed discovery 

and briefing deadlines and dates on which a final hearing can be held. 

4. On or before June 25, 2018, each party shall file a map or plat depicting the 

route it proposes for a pipeline to provide water to complainant's residence and proposed 

subdivision.
